CONSTITUTIONAL PRIMARIES 


On next Tuesday will be held the 


primary election for candidates for 
delegates to the constitutional conven- 
tion to be held in June. This is not 
a. partisan election 
ajid 
hence 
the 


names of all the candidates will ap- 
pear on the same ticket. It would be 
absurd to attempt to engraft any form 
of political favoritism upon the con- 
stitution of the state. What is needed 
most is the amendment of the organic 
law of the state on broad-minded and 
progressive principles which will elim- 
inate all prejudice and provide for the 
best methods of government In every 


" department. . 


Scores of amendments have been 


proposed, some of them such as good 
business judgment shou'id favor; but 
others bear the earmarks of being the 
output of cranks, bigots, socialists and 
other ultra radicals rather than states- 
men. 


Hon. Joseph Walker, former speaker 


of the house of representatives, has 
come out in favor of a scheme for the 
initiative and referendum outlining a. 
plan by which the voters can initiate 
new laws and hold up acts of the leg- 
islature until they shall have been 
passed upon by the people. He. also 
recommends a. plan by which constitu- 
tional amendments can be brought 
about by the same method. The lat- 
ter, however, are to be before the leg- 
islature for two successive years be- 
fore they can be 
submitted 
to 
the 


people." 


In order to afford an opportunity for 


the application of the referendum on 
all measures, -Mr. "Walker's plan also 
provides that no law pas.sed by the 
legislature, unless an emergency meas- 
ure, shall take effect for no days after 
its passage.

with the pro-German elements are already bombarding President Wilson 
and members of the senate and house with telegrams protesting against 
war and assailing the government for alleged laok of neutrality and 


for 'aiding the Entente. Allies. 


The fact that the United Slates is not responsible 
for Germany's 


inability to avail herself of the American 
market for munitions and 


other supplies is lost sight of, and because England secures such sup- 
plies here, the government is charged with favoring the Entente Allies 


find discriminating against the Central powers. 


This charge is unfair and misleading. 
It i? Germany's misfortune, 


not our fault, if she cannot come here for war supplies. 
The munition 


factories would fill a German order just as willingly as one for England, 


France or Russia. 


If the pacifists put up a campaign of telegrams such as they have 


started, the men who stand for the assertion of American rights against 
the open, ruthless and defiant attacks by German forces will have to 


meet it in kind. 


It appears that if President Wilson were to be influenced by the 


appeals thus far made to him he would do nothing except to use his 
authority to suspend American commerce and keep our ships out of the 
war zone until Germany sees fit to give us a permit to cross the Atlantic. 
Can this republic submit to such a policy of abject cowardice? 
We 


think not. Some step seems to be "necessary to prevent tho president 
or any member of congress from being convinced by a Hood of tele- 
grams that the whole country is desperately opposed to any military 
step in vindication of our rights on "the high'seas.1 


The speech of the German chancellor in the Reicht-tag yesterday has 


practically closed the door to pence with Germany. 
He openly states 


that Germany would prefer to fight (lie L'niled States than to relax 
her submarine "warfare."'With his' lis'iial disregard o f ' f a c t s he slates 
that if war comes, the responsibility for it will rest on the United 
States. 
That statement is in line, with the charge that Belgium and 


England caused the present war.

CONSTITUTIONAL P R I M A R I E S 


On next Tuesday will be held the 


primary election for candidates for 
delegates to the constitutional conven- 
tion to be held in June. 
This is not 


a partisan election 
and 
hence 
the 


names of all the candidates will ap- 
pear on the same ticket. 
It would be 


absurd to attempt to engraft any form 
of political favoritism upon the con- 
stitution of tho state. AVhat is needed 
most is the amendment of the organic 
Jaw of {he state on broad-minded and 
progressive principles which will elim- 
inate all prejudice and provide for the 
best methods of government in every 
department. 


Scores of amendments have been 


proposed, some of them such as good 
business judgment should favor; but 
others bear the earmarks of being the 
output of cranks, bigots, socialists and 
other ultra radicals rather than states- 


men. 


Hon. Joseph Walker, former speaker 


pf the house of representatives, 
has 


come out in favor of a scheme for the 
initiative and referendum outlining a 
plan by which the voters can initiate 
new laws and hold up acts of the leg- 
islature until they shall have been 
passed upon by the people. lie also 
recommends a plan by which constitu- 
tional amendments can be brought 
aiont by the same method. The lat- 
ter, however, are to be before the- leg- 
islature for two successive years be-

the application of the referendum on 
all measures, Mr. Walker's plan also 
provides that no law passed by the 
legislature, unless an emergency meas- 
ure, shall take effect for 30 days after 
its passage. The number of signa- 
tures which he proposes for the vari- 
ous petitions range 
from 
10,000 
to 


25,000.

are eaual suffrage, state 
prohibition,

for 


sectarian purposes, public ownership 
of public utilities, recall of

will prescribe the extent of your liber- 
ties and how the government of this 
great commonwealth 
shall be con- 


ducted. 
It is over sixty years sines 


the last constitutional convention was 
held, and while several amendments 
have been made since then, it is prob- 
able that in the. corning convention the 
constitution will be subjected 
to a 


general revision, let us hope for its im- 
provement and for the progress and 
advancement of the people. 


It is safe to say that but a small 


number of the men who will be chosen 
for this convention know much of the 
constitution nor even of the import- 
ance of the work assigned them, and 
hence the action taken will be largely 
dictated by the big men in the as- 
sembly. 
That is why liberal minded 


mew should be 
chosen 
particularly 


from the congressional 
districts and 


at large. 


Of 
course, 
the state 
constitution 


must conform to the basic principles 
of justice and liberty embodied in the 
constitution of the nation; but apart 
from this it may do much to help or 
hinder free government. 
The aim of 


the convention above all else should 
be to give the Old Bay State the most 
liberal, tho most progressive and the 
best constitution of any stale in tho 
Union, and to that end the delegates 
will be held individually and collec- 
tively responsible.
